Majelty’s fhip 
Nautilus,, of 16 guns, commanded by Captain Gunter, 
in a heavy gale of wind, a few days fince, off Flambo- 
Pe Head: fortunately the officers and crew were all 
aved. 

_ We lament to ftate, on the authority of letters from 
India, dated fort St George, Sept. 10. 1798, that the 
French privateer L’Une has captured feveral of- the 
country veffels at the mouth of the Red Sea. ‘T'o coun- 
terbalance thefe misfortunes, however, Captain Clerk, of 
the Victorious, of 74 guns, had detained a Dane from 
the Mauritius to ‘Tranquebar, having on board 100,000 
dollars ; as had Captain Lindze, of L’Oifeau, of 36 
}guns, a fhip under Danith colours, named Angelique, 
laden with coaft goods, and bound to Manilla; both of 
which valuable veffels, it was not doubted, would prove 
good prizes. 

Our letters from various parts of England are: filled 
with accounts of accidents occafidned by the very fe- 
vere weather. Inquelts have been taken by- John Ingle, 
one of the coroners for Cambridgethire, on the bodies 
of Rebecca Freeman,'60 years of age, froze to death on 
the road leading from Ickleton to Chefterford; John 
Limner, shepherd to Mr Frott, of Wood Ditton, froze 
to death on Newmarket Heath; Abraham Rooks, 
found dead on the road near Little Abingdon; and 
William Bennet, froze to death in a field near Hard- 
wicke. 

At the commenéement of thie late fevere froft, a boy, 
who was an apprentice to a Farmer Prings, in Weft 
Buckland, near Willingeon, Somerfet, ran away from 
his mafter, and fecreted himfelf in one of his out-hou- 
fes, at a little diftance from the farm houfe, where he 
remained for three days, with no other fuftenance than 


what he had fecured in his pockets; at the end of 


which time he was difcovered with his feet and legs 
dreadfully froft-bitten ; and no medical affiftance being 
immediately procured, his feet and legs abfolutely rotted 
nearly to the calf, fo that they were obliged to be both 
taken off. Notwithftanding the feverity of this opera- 
tion, he is now in a very fair way of recovery. 

On Tuefday an officer’s fervant belonging to the 
Welt Suffolk, was found near the Newmarket turnpike, 
fuppofed to have. lain in the fhow fince Saturday. A 
faithful dog was found lying near his deceafed matter, 
buried in the fnow, by whole barking the body was dif- 
covered. : 

A few days ago, as fome perfons were travelling o-

‘The Lazzaroni had fhewn a firm attache 
ment to the Royal Family, and their loyalty remained 
unfhaken ; upon the firft accounts of the 1everfes the 
Neapolitan army had experienced, they offered to 
march for the defence of the kingdom; but it was 
thought more political to keep them as a protection to 
thecapital. In this dilemma to which the King was 
now reduced, it was deemed imprudent to trult to the 
defence they could make againft the French army, and 
it was decided that the Royal Family fhould embark 
for Palermo. 





SINKING FUND. 

The following interefting obfervations are fabjoined 
by. way of appendix to the laft edition of Lord Auck- 
land’s fpeech. ‘The accuracy of his Lordhip’s calcu- 
lations on all fubjeéts of finance, which it is eafier to 
attack than to confute, entitles thefe obfervations to the 
utmolt credit : 


The public debt, after the clofe of the laft war, a- 


mounted to about 240,000,c001.. The chief part was 
funded in perpetual but redeemable annuities; the re- 
maining part (comparatively {mall} was in temporary 
annuities, granted for different terms, and alfo for lives. 

The finking fund, inviolably applicable to the gra- 
dual reduétion of that debt, is one million Sterling an- 
nually fet apart from the general revenue ever fince 1786, 
and payable by equal proportions in every quarter to 
Commifhioners, {pecially entrufted with the application 
and management of the fund. 

A farther fum of 200,000]. was granted by Parlia- 
ment, in 1786, for the augmenting of the finking fund, 
and has ever fince been annually continued. 

The intereft of the debt difcharged, from time to 
time, together with the amount of the favings which 
fhall accrue from the temporary annuities which may 
expire, is directed by Parliament to accumulate and to 
be applied in like manner by the Commiflioners. But 
the accumulation is to ceafe as foon as the whole fum, 
annually receiveable by the Commiflioners, fhall amount 
to four millions Sterling (called the maximum. ) 

From that period, the Parkament will have annually 
falling in, aod at its difpofal, in every year fucceflively, 
an amount and produce of taxes equal to the interelt of 
the’debt, which {hall be difcharged and diltinguifhed in 
each year, by the application of four millions a-year. 

The progreis to be made in the reduction of the debt 
evidently depends on the varying prices of the f{tocks. 
But it is calculated that the whole of the debt, which 
exilted prior to 1792, would be cancelled in 33 years, 
from the 1ft of February, 1797, fuppofing the whole 
of the 3 per cents. to be difcharged at the average price 
of sol. Or, in lefs than 54 years, fuppofing the ave- 
tage price of the 3 per cents. to be 75]. from the sft of 
February, 1797, to 'the tft of February, 1808, and 
then to rife to par, and to remain at par. 

That the good effect of the operations of the finking 
fand, ‘fo fettled, might’ not be counteracted by the ac- 
cumulation of new debts refulting from fubfequent wars, 
a farther finking fund was eftablifhed in 1792. It was 
then enacted, that, on the occafion of every new loan, 
there fhall be annually fet apart, for its extindtion, a 
fum fufficient not only. to pay the accumulating interefts, 
but alfo to furnifh a payment, annually, equal to 1 per 
cent. of the capital ; fuch 1 per cent. fo fet apart, to be 
inviolably applied, by the Commiflioners, to the gradual 
difcharge of the capital. 

The accumulation of this. new finking fund is not li- 
mited, but it is to continue till the new debs fhall be to- 
tally extinguifhed. And the Committee of Finance 
have jultly remarked in their firft report, that the new 
finking fund bears a much greater proportion to the 
new debt, than the firft finking fund, as above defcrib- 
ed, bears to the old debt. In proof of this it appears 
that a fund of 10,000l. per annum, or 1 per cent. on 
1,000,000I. of 3 per cent. capital, being annually em- 
ployed with the intereft releafed, to the purchafe of 
{tock at the average price 50, will redeem the capital in 
lefs than 24 years:—and in 354 years, fuppofing the a- 
verage price to be 75. 

Thele two eftablifhments now produce confiderably 
more than four millions a-years And their progretlive 
increafe is very rapid in the prefent price of the {tocks.
